In practice, of course, 
exports reully pay for our imporis; lienee the strengia of developing exports 
in excess cf imports. 

There is, however, one exception to this general vule. Money itself when 
imported adds to the wealth of the country much che same as exports ot 
produce and goods adds to it.

HAVE REACHED QU’APPELLE 


The common rat, which during the 
past nine months has been steadily 
advancing across the North Amer- 
ican continent from east to west, is 
now reported as far as Qu’Appelle, 
Saskatchewan, where he has estab- 
lished himself in serious numbers. A 
few years ago there were none of 
these rodents in the prairie provinces, 
but today they constitute a formid- 
able menace in Manitoba, and are so 
serious in Eastern Saskatchewan that 
steps have been taken by several 
municipalities to combat them.
